2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach a mold having two pins each having a protrusion effective for 
molding respective first and second undercut regions in the part molded in the cavity 
and holes enabling the mold to partially open without pulling the pins from the undercut 
regions until the part has been released from the cavity. The closest prior art, Anscher 
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and Kutik, fails to teach protrusions on both pins for molding first and second undercut 
regions.
